S and G Companies on first floor and Guard Platoon on second. 

10. Parade ground for the S and G Companies j 40 x 20 m. 

* 11. Volley ball court. 

12. Horizontal bar, 2£ to 3 m. high. Each morning students had to 
perform nine pull-ups. 

13. Shed, wooden, 30 x 8 x 5 m.j storage for straw and timber. 

14. Stables, L- shaped, single -story, brick, outer perimeter measured 
50 m., eight meters wide, five meters high, tile gable roof. 

One family took care of two horses which were used as means of 
transportation for mail delivery to and from the post office. 

15. Target range, 40 m. long, five to six meters wide, hard paoked 
surfaoe. At the end of the target range was a seven- mater-high 
clay fill. In front of the day fill was a two-meter-high and 
five- meter-wide wooden board upon whioh four circular targets 
were fixed. 


16. Concrete stairs consisting of 10 steps. The stairs were three 
meters high. Pilot students had to perform 10 Jumps from the 
stairs every morning. 

17. Building, brick, single-story, 20 x 8 x 6 m., gable roof, 
housed tailor shop, shoe repair shop, office of ordnance 
officer, and ordnance shop.

Only light oases were 
treated here; more serious cases were sent to a military hospital 
In Ruzoraberok. One medioal doctor, an assistant, and two nurses 
were on 24-hour duty. 

21. Kitchen and messhall for enlisted personnel, briok building, single 
story, 50 x 15 x 5 m., gable roof, contained kltohen and two large 
messhalls. Showers were Installed in the basement. 

22. Court yard, 100 x 50 m., packed surface. 

23. Water well, electrically operated. 

24. Building, brick, two-story, gable roof, 40 x 12 x 13 m., con- 
tained classrooms. 
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25. Buildiug, L- shaped, brick, single -story , enter perimeter 
measured 40 m., 10 ra* Wlib, four meters high, used as 
ammunition storage (type and contents unknown to source) • 

26. Building, brick, two-story, gable roof, 40 x 1© x 13 m*, 
contained classrooms and one large room with one dismantled 
aircraft for study purposes. 

27. Building, two- story, brick, gable roof, 40 x 10 x 13 ra.

Inside this building were large halls where dismantled C-5 
and G-106 aircraft were kept for demonstration and study 
purposes.

30. Building. Same construction and purpose as building, point 28. 

31. Oarage, corrugated sheet iron walls and roof, 8x5x4 m., 
passenger cars were parked there.

hall for lectures and recreational purposes which could
